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CSU trustees vote for fee increase 


If Schwarzenegger approves, 8 percent hike will begin next fall

Beginning in the fall of 2006 
Sacramento State students may be paying 
an extra 8 percent, or about $120, in 
tuition each semester because of a 
California State University Board of 


Trustees vote Thursday. 


“Our fight really doesn’t stop here — 


this is the beginning of the process,” said 
Curtis Grima, secretary of state, for 
Associated Students Inc. 

At the student association meeting 
prior to the trustee vote; Grima said that

To confirm the sixth fee hike in five 
years, Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger must 
approve the budget in July 2006. 

The trustee budget meeting, held in 
Long Beach, passed a 10 percent graduate 
fee increase in addition to an 8 percent

Despite receiving the right to vote 34 years ago with 
the passage of the 26th Amendment, 18.to 20-year-olds ~ 
still have the lowest voter turnout rate among all ages, 
according to Center for Information and Research on 
Civic Learning and Engagement. 

Students should be front and center in politics 
because they will learn skills that they can use in life 
after college, said Mary Kirlin, assistant professor for 
the Public Policy and Administration Graduate program 
at Sacramento State. 

“Voting is an.opportunity for a voice to be heard and 
expresses something that needs to be expressed,” Kirlin 
said. She said that Americans have seen enough close 
elections to understand that votes count. 

Registered students will get a chance to-use that 
voice to either pass or reject eight statewide propositions 
on Tuesday’s ballot. 

Groups and organizations at Sac State have regis- 
tered over 400 voters in October, second only to Cal 
Poly, San Luis Obispo among California State: 
Universities, said Curtis Grima, secretary of state affairs 
for Associated Students Inc.

that would hike tuition fees $245 from 
$3,072 to $3,317 for more than 400,000 
students at California State Universities. 

During the past ten years, CSU fees 
have gone up almost 40 percent. 

Corey Jackson, the California State 
Student Association delegate, was the 
only member out of 14 to vote “no” on the 
budget, calling it a tax on students. 

Students from all 23 CSUs turned out 


in high numbers and impacted Jackson’s 
vote to give a firm no on the 8 percent 
increase, Grima said. 

Three Sac State students, including 
ASI Director of Business Angela Arriola 
and ASI Chief of Staff Noemi Beas, were 
present for the fee verdict. 

Beas said that the hundreds of students 
that came out in support for Jackson sur- 
prised her.

In the Nov. 8 special election, people will vote on 
Propositions 75 and 76, both of which could concern 
student interest. 

According to the California Official Voter Guide, 
Prop. 75 prohibits unions from taking money from 
members’ paychecks without prior consent for the 
sole use of political campaigns. However, this would 
not apply for money taken out for health care or char- 
itable donations. Also, these unions would have to 
submit a record of all individual public employees’ 
and organizations’ political contributions to the Fair 
Political Practices Commission. 

Stan Oden, a government assistant professor, said 
that this proposition is the heart of the special elec- 
tion. “It silences the voice of unions,” Oden said. 

Oden said a similar proposition was voting on in 
1998. “It failed then and it will fail again this year,” 
he said. 

In 1998, Proposition 226 went before the voters of 
California on the primary election ballot. This propo- 
sition would have required all unions in the state to 
obtain their members’ written consent every year

Bill Thornburg is a name seldom heard 
in the classrooms of the Sacramento State 
physics department these days. However, 
early in the spring 2002 semester, he 
became the center of different arguments for 
solving the growing campus problem relat- 
ing to traffic. : 

The fuse of the issue suddenly ignited on 
the evening of Feb. 7, 2002, when 
Thornburg, then a 70-year-old physics pro- 
fessor, was struck by a car outside the 
Hornet Bookstore while walking to his car 


to gather up some books. 

Earlier that same day, Emily Chu, a 
member of the CSUS Foundation, spoke 
with university transportation officials and 
requested the immediate placement of stop 
signs along the American River stretch of 
Campus Drive. Three hours later, one man’s 
life was dramatically changed forever when 
he was hit by a car and thrown. 25 feet. 
Thornburg suffered a concussion, a separat- 
ed shoulder and stitches in his head. 

For that semester, the headlines and 
arguments reigned, and the resulting stop 


signs on State University Drive East are. 


lasting evidence of Thornburg’s story. 
Thornburg tried to return to his classes for 


the semester, but unrelated medical prob- 
lems caused him to miss finals. 

Thornburg has since made a nearly com- 
plete recovery from the accident. A traumat- 
ic brain injury can have a variety of lasting 
effects on the person. In Thornburg’s case, 
his short-term memory was impaired by the 
accident. His memory is still sharp, but he 
admits, “I can tell you all about what I did 
back in the second grade,” but adds now that 
his “ short term memory is a little foggy.” 

Thornburg said the accident slowed him 
down in his prime. He was an athlete all his 
life, and his family has always been a group 
of avid hikers. Thornburg hopes he and his 
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Leonard Low participates in the high-impact alcohol awareness simulator Oct. 26. The 
simulator was part of Save a Life Tour that occurred during Alcohol Awareness Week. 


Driving video game rating: DUI

A coffin and drunk-driving sim- 
ulator filled the University Union 
Ballroom as part of National 
Collegiate Alcohol Awareness 
Week. 

Save a Life Tour, an alcohol 
education program at Sacramento 
State, and Peer Health Educators 
on campus helped to bring the one- 
of-a-kind DUI experience to cam- 
pus last week. 

The high-impact alcohol aware- 
ness program aims to show a sober 
person how alcohol affects them if 
they get behind the wheel, said 
Melissa Sutton, the tour assistant. 

Sutton and her brother, Brian 
Beldyga, senior manager, travel all 
over the country with the simulator 
showing students the reality and con- 
sequences of drinking and driving. 

“This is not a video game,” 
Sutton said. “Video games usually 
have a goal, and at the end you 
either win or lose. This simulator is 
to show everyone the horrible 
things that can happen if you get

behind the wheel of a car drunk.” 

Sarah Henshaw, the student 
manager for Peer Health 
Educators, said the goal is to pro- 
mote responsible decisions among 
students through a harm reduction 
program. 

“We want students to under- 
stand drinking and driving and how 
it effects them and others,” 
Henshaw said. 

The simulator demonstrates 
alcohol’s effect on vision, reaction 


time and hand-eye coordination 
while driving. 

The residence halls paid for the 
room reservations and insurance 
company AAA paid for the simula- 
tor to come to campus. Sutton said 
that most car insurance companies 
are eager to sponsor this program. 

Beldyga was instrumental in 
getting the tour off the ground. 

“It's evolved over four years 
into what I think is a very effective 
program,”: Beldyga said. 

Beldyga helped start the pro- 
grams after he lost someone close to 
him in an alcohol related accident. 

“Every year we go through case 
studies full of surveys and statistics 
looking for new ideas to help better 
the project,” Beldyga said. 

Beldyga and Sutton have been 
on the road since Aug. 26 and the 
tour will end on Dec. 1. Sutton said 
they visit three to six schools a 
week depending on their schedules. 

“Tt was great; we had a line out 
the door all day long,” Henshaw said.

family can soon return to the mountains for more 
backpacking trips, but plans to start slow, with short 
walks and hikes. 

“T feel physically OK; it’s just frustrating dealing 
with short-term memory loss. But I always pull 
through,” Thornburg said. 

On the night of the accident, Kelly Challender 
(currently The State Hornet’s assistant photo editor) 
was working in the Hornet bookstore and was at the 
window closest to the site of the accident. 

“I saw a huge white truck slam into (Thornburg) 
and watched him fly more than 10 féet across the 
road,” Challender said. She then screamed and told 
the store manager, Jim Kallas, to call 911. Challender 
then waited with Bill, until the ambulance arrived. 

“I was in shock. So was everyone else. But we 
helped keep people in the bookstore until the ambu- 
lance was on its way to the hospital,’’ Challender said. 

In the fall 2002 semester, Challender became a 
student in one of Thornburg’s beginning astronomy 
classes. On the first day of class, Thornburg spoke 
about his accident and of how grateful he was that the 
nice young lady from the bookstore stayed with him 
until the ambulance rushed him to the hospital. 


_ Shortly after that class, Challender approached ». 


Thornburg and told him that it was she who saved his 
life that night.

“Then he gave me a big hug, right there in front 
of the whole class, and thanked me for saving his 
life,’ Challender said. 

Staff in the physics and astronomy department 
continues to smile when asked about Thornburg. He 
was, and still is respected throughout the department 
for what he still does for the university. 

“The fact that he survived after being 70 years 
old, it’s amazing,” said Gary Shoemaker, the chair of 
the physics and astronomy department. Shoemaker 


-hoped, as did many in the physics department, 


Thornburg’s return to teaching would be good and 
strong, but noting the injuries suffered, he said “‘t all 
made being a professor more difficult.” : 

Shoemaker also said “(Thornburg) was satisfied 
with what he got as a retirement,” and that he still vol- 
unteers in and throughout the department, mostly in 
the astronomy lab, with a group known as the 
Sacramento Valley Astronomy Society. 

Thornburg remains as more than just a memory to 
his colleagues and old students.

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“Tt was a good thing to know that 
all the CSU campuses were working 
as one cohesive unit,” Beas said. 

Eight students addressed the board 
about the issue telling members to 
take into consideration student living 
and book expenses before escalating 
fees once more, Beas said. 

“It’s really hard because students 
have to find good paying jobs,” Beas 
said. Minimum wage jobs won’t cut it 
anymore. 

Students are investing in them- 
selves, which is a positive thing, but 
the amount of debt that students are 
accumulating is too much, Beas said. 

The fee increase was in line with 
an agreement made _ between 
Schwarzenegger, the CSU and the 
University of California in May 2004 
to implement the increases for three 
consecutive years. The governor ‘is 
allowing the CSU campuses to grow

by 2.5 percent a year and get 3 percent 
more funding if they agree to the con- 
tinual hike. 

The CSU budget was increased by 
$235.5 million to $2.7 billion and will 
allow approximately 10,000 more stu- 
dents into the system. 

The budget plan also includes 
increases in the salary of 23 campus 
presidents, boosts in 26 executive 
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FEES: Budget raises presidents’ pay 


salaries and a hike in salary for CSU 
Chancellor Charles Reed by $45,808 
to $362,500. 

“The state is facing a tough budg- 
et environment, so we appreciate the 
governor’s compact, which will help 
offset the $500 million cut the CSU 
experienced during 2002-05,” said 
Richard West, executive vice chancel- 
lor and chief financial officer. 

However, the 2006-07 budget still 
falls short of the total CSU deficit of 
$1 billion. 

Grima said that while the passage 
of the fee increase serves a blow to 
students, this is just the beginning of 
the state budget process.

State’s Web site. 


Via an e-mail from his office, 
California State Treasurer Phil 
Angelides “believes Proposition 
75 is part of a partisan national 
plan to weaken the ability of 
working people to participate in 
our democracy, while large corpo- 
rations remain free to supply the 
governor’s war chest with cam- 
paign cash.” 

Ken DeBow, a government 
professor, said proposition 75 
aims to weaken labor unions. “l 
understand that there is too much 
campaign contributions on both 
sides. But it is not a good idea,” 
DeBow said. 

The other proposition on the

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Nov. 8 ballot is Proposition 76. 
According to the California 
Official Voter guide, Prop. 76 
would limit state spending to the 
previous year’s level plus three 
prior years’ average revenue 
growth. It would also change the 
state minimum school funding 
requirements. 

From the email from his 
office, State Treasurer Phil 
Angelides said, “This proposition 
would reduce the voter-approved, 
minimum-funding guarantee for 
schools by about $4 billion and 
open the door to further cuts. 

Professor DeBow has stated 
that Prop. 76 would give too 
much power to Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger. “If you look at 
the initiative, it isn’t harder for 
him to raise taxes and to cut pro- 
grams.” 

Mr. Oden called Prop. 76 “a

and con tabling for each proposi- 
tion and speakers discussing the 
issues, said Olgalilia Ramirez, 
director of governmental affairs. 
Other Sac State groups - such 
as Democracy Matters, College 
Democrats, College Republicans, 
Environmental Student 
Organization and National 
Organization of Women - have 
been active in educating and regis- 
tering students for the election. 
During the 2004 presidential 
election, young people had the 
greatest increase in turnout from 
2000 going from 36 to 47 percent - 
an 11-point increase, said Ash 
Roughani, president of Democracy 
Matters, a non-partisan organiza- 
tion. 
“We just want to keep that 
momentum going,” Roughani said. 
However, since 1982, both col- 
lege students and people in the age 
group have been far less likely to 
turnout during midterm elections 
or nonpresidential elections, 
according to the center for civic 


| learning. 


Ramirez said she was con- 
cerned about the awareness of the 
Nov. 8 election among students, 
‘Some people don’t even know 
about the special election.” 

ASI and other groups have 
worked to combat this lack of 
awareness by highlighting proposi- 
tions on the ballot that they think

are important to students. 

ASI adopted a resolution at its 
meeting Oct. 26 to oppose 
Proposition 76; an initiative that 
would eliminate the state mini- 
mum on school funding require- 
ments. 

The California State Students 
Association also voted to come out 
against the proposition, Grima 
said. : 

“Tt’s affecting students because 
it will hurt entitlement programs 
like Cal Grants,” Ramirez said. Cal 
Grant awards are state funded 
grants given to students to help pay 
for tuition and other expenses. 

Ramirez said, if passed, 
Proposition 76 will hurt democra- 
cy because it takes power from the 
state legislature and puts it in the 
hands of the governor. 

Vice President of Membership 
for College Democrats, Kelli Farr, 
said that her organization is trying 
to get word out about the ballot 
measures to make up for the lack 
of coverage in the media. The 
College Democrats, she said, are 
against the propositions, especially 
the measure that requires minors to 
get parental permission before get- 
ting an abortion, Proposition 73. 

“The trend on campus is that a 
lot of college kids aren’t regis- 
tered,” Farr said. 

Regina Harsh, a philosophy 
and linguistics senior and member 
of the College Republicans, said 
her group supports Proposition 77,

better odds in obtaining legislative 
seats. 

A member of Democracy 
Matters, Shannon McKinley, said 
students should be aware of which 
organizations and businesses are 
putting down the big bucks and 
“buying the election.” 

Whatever stance you choose, 
Kirlin said voting should be an 
informed choice about public poli- 


cy. 


“My only worry is that (act of) 


voting is sufficient, you can check 
the box and say ‘I’m done,’” Kirlin 
said.

All this information can usually be found in our week- 
ly police log. 

These news briefs are a signature and tradition of The 
State Hornet, and we need more cooperation from cam- 
pus police to keep our weekly police log updated and 
help us keep tabs on campus crime. 

Our reporters are constantly pacified with phrases such 
as, “We can’t release anything at the moment,” and “Our 
public information officer will have to call you back.” 


‘These statements are usually half-hearted and rarely exe- 


cuted correctly. | 

This is not a naive argument from a news outlet to a 
public agency. We realize it is the duty of our reporters to 
dig deep and research their stories, but sometimes it 
makes things difficult when there is not a reliable way for 
The State Hornet and the public to gain access to public 


~ documents. 


The media log, which is available online for example, 
was updated regularly by the police dispatcher in past 


». years. Most recently, however, the media log online is 


one to two weeks behind, and is conveniently updated 
usually the day after we go to press.

So why wasn’t the police log at the top of page A2 last 
week? It wasn’t updated by the dispatcher until the day 
after we went to press. With lack of access and coopera- 
tion with the media outlets at this agency, The Hornet is 
unable to provide the most important information in the 
police log and our stories. | 

According to the California Public Records Act, for an 
incident report, the requesters (The Hornet) of informa- 
tion are entitled to the basic descriptive information as 
well as “the names and addresses of persons involved in, 
or witnesses other than confidential informants to.” The 
law also goes on to say that the requesters are entitled to 
‘statements of the parties involved in the incident.” This 
information would be very helpful in adding to the depth 
of our stories but is often withheld. 

Also under the California Public Records Act, the 
“agency under question bears the burden of establishing 
a legal justification for the refusal to disclose any of the 
information delineated above.” : 

The State Hornet will continue to follow crime on the 
campus, and our reporters will continue to report and 
research to the best of our ability. We simply want the 
public information that is required to be given to us by 
law to be readily available at all hours and days of the 
week. If it is still continually withheld, then we must ask 
for a justification. 

Public Information Officer Kelly Clark and Chief of 
Police Kenneth Barnett were unable to be contacted on 
their office phones Monday afternoon.

In short, this initiative would affect 
national and state politics by changing the 
process through which election districts in 
the state are drawn. Of course, I have to 
take all of this with a grain of salt. Within 


~~ the context of American politics, when was 


. incumbency ever a hindrance? 
The summary prepared by the Attorney 


General’s‘office 'goeéson to describe what 
-details'-are ‘proposed ‘in the. proposition: 
“This measure requires that a three-mem- 
ber panel of retired federal and/or state 
judges develop redistricting plans.” 

I guess the Governator thinks this 
change to redistricting will make for fairer 
state and national races; that it will 
decrease partisanship and make for more 
competitive seats. . 

I’m going to agree with this premise, 
generally. 

The proposition, if passed, would 
appoint a panel of judges; but the panel of 
judges itself would be selected by legisla- 
tive leaders. This is the little detail that 
bothered me. How can we ensure that par- 
tisanship in this redistricting process will 
be kept to a minimum when the panel of 
judges is selected by legislative leaders? 

Granted, in theory, judges are supposed 
to be objective arbiters of the law. 


And then my eyes dropped down to the | 


stipulated requirements of district bound- 
aries. In the final paragraph of the summa- 


eliminate any future attempts to tamper 


with the redistricting process. I won’t even 
go so far as to say that what is set out in this 
proposition, if passed into law, won’t be 
tampered with, stretched and torn by politi- 
cians looking for easy re-election. 

I sympathize with many voters who, 
like me, find themselves wading through a 
whole lot of political jargon to get at the 
central issue in many of these state initia- 
tives. The whole process is mind numbing. 

But regarding the importance of Prop. 
77, the changes proposed to the redistrict- 
ing process seem fair and reasonable 
enough. 

If we’re going to attempt to be as objec- 
tive as possible about the election process, 
the panel of judges has my vote in deter- 
mining national and state election district 
boundaries.

due for your next class, but what format 

oes the professor want? 

Do they want MLA? What about APA’? 
Does anyone even use that thing called 
Chicago Style anymore? 

Every student has seen this dilemma, and 
it varies from department to department, 
from professor to professor. Although, 
English professor Catherine Fraga said, pro- 
fessors within the same department using 
different formats is just, well, nuts. 

-.“Usually a department goes one way or 
the other, MLA or APA,” she said. 

Why use different formats anyway? 
What’s the difference? 

In MLA formatting, citations done with- 
in the text of a paper are placed at the end of 
the sentence in the form of an author’s name 
and page number, or just a page number. In 
APA, citations can come in the middle of a 
sentence when need be. Chicago Style relies 
heavily on a bibliography rather than in-text 
citations. Then there is CBE, one of the for- 
matting styles that can be found in writing 
handbooks but something that most students 
haven’t even heard of. While MLA and APA 
both have page number, year, or author cita- 
tions in the text itself, CBE uses superscript 
numbers to direct readers to references. This 
is similar to endnotes or footnotes. 

“Tt gives me a headache,” Fraga said. 

General education classes, span various 
departments and disciplines, so the bane of a 
student’s existence is when it comes to paper 
formatting. 

In any given semester, a student could 
have professors asking for various styles of 
formatting depending on the class. So a stu-

dent could be writing papers in up to four 
different formats during the semester. 

Often, there are errors in the formatting 
of those papers. For those who are supposed 
to be using MLA, footnotes pop up, even 
though they are not supposed to be used. 
Title pages are given when most papers are 
not supposed to be submitted with one. 
However, probably the most common mis- 
takes are made in the in-text citations. Is an 
author’s name included in that citation? 
What about the date, is that included, too? 
Maybe that was just in APA. 

For those students writing in APA, there 
are the levels of a paper to consider. The dif- 
ferent levels of importance within a paper 
determine how that section is supposed to be 
formatted. There is also the abstract at the 
beginning of the paper to worry about. 

The consensus seems to be that the pur- 
pose of the paper determines the format to be 
used. While an argumentative essay would 
be easier if MLA is used, a technical research 


“paper might be easier if APA is used. 


However, professors should consider that 
students do have other papers to write and 
try to be as consistent in their formatting 
choices for their papers.

The Big Sky Conference championships are 
coming, and Sacramento State is looking more ready 
than ever. 

In two weeks, Sac State volleyball will be de- 
fending its Big Sky crown for the seventh time in 10 
years. This season the Hornets also have a chance to 
collect the regular season conference title. 

First came two very large obstacles, a team rival 
(Eastern Washington) and the only team that has 
tarnished the Hornets’ conference record this season 
(Portland State). The Hornets responded with two 
wins, stretching their winning streak to 10. 

Eastern Washington came into the Hornets Nest 
Thursday night looking for some revenge. The Hor- 
nets dominated the Eagles in the two teams’ first 
match — a Hornet sweep on Oct. | in Cheney, Wash. 

The rivals put on.a great show forthe Hornet fans 
who filled the Nest. Several long rallies. were re- 
ceived with roaring cheers. Senior setter Natalie 
Melcher and middle hitter Michelle Franz ended 
the first game with a joint block at 33-31. 

No. 3 in the Big Sky, Eastern Washington con- 
tinually pressured the Hornets, but the home team 
didn’t fold. Sac State slowly sapped any momentum 
the Eagles built up in the match. Led by a strong of- 
fensive performance by their outside hitters, Lindsay 
Haupt and Atlee Hubbard, the Hornets brought down 
the Eagles in three-straight games. This is the first 
time the Hornets have swept Eastern Washington 
twice in.the same season since 2001. 

“It’s something that rarely happens,” head coach 
Debby Colberg said. “We were fortunate to play 
them away first; they weren’t playing their best 
then.”

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stoppable in her 13 kills on 20 attempts for another 
match-high .550 hitting percentage. 

Going from offense to defense, the Hornets faced 
the only conference team to hand Sac State a loss in 
the Big Sky this season. On Sept. 30, the Hornets lost 
in five games to the Vikings inside the Stott Center. 

Saturday night the Vikings of Portland State looked 
to make a move on the first place Hornets and take the 
conference crown for the first time in the school’s 
history. | 

For the entire match neither team could find their 
offense consistently. Junior Jessica Brodie was the 
lone offensive force. Standing 5-foot-6, she is the 
shortest player for Portland State, but she was able to 
post 22 kills on 67 attempts with 25 digs. 

“She hits high and hard,” Haupt said. “Shortest 
players are the hardest for me to block.” 

Perhaps the Vikings were looking to Brodie too of- 
ten, as three of Portland’s players never recorded a kill. 
However the Vikings seemed to dictate the momen- 
tum for most of the match as three Sac State players 
ended the day with hitting percentages in the negative. 

The Hornets gave up game point for thé first time 

in the last 23 games, but gave the second game to 
the Vikings 24-30. Winners of the their last eight 
matches, the Vikings took advantage of Sac State’s er- 
rors. 
“They played aggressively,” Hubbard said. “Our 
hitting errors let them back in that game.” 
_ Hornets came out in the third game determined not 
to get down on themselves and forced the Vikings to 
24 ties. The Hornets came out on top to take the lead 
two games to one. 

In the fourth game the Vikings made one too many 
errors after Hubbard dodged a ball that went wide, end- 
ing the match. 

Sophomore middle hitter Michelle Franz quietly 
posted 15 kills with a .444 hitting percentage, catch- 
ing the Vikings defense by surprise. Along side her was 
Lindsay Haupt’s career high 13 blocks and 12 kills with 
a .370 hitting percentage. 

“Before every game we set goals for ourselves,” 
Haupt said. “This week my goal was to close and 
improve my blocks.” 

“She did it against a team that poses more problems 
for us,” Colberg said. “[Portland State] has too many 
good hitters. It’s a guessing game.” 

The Hornets are now on their longest winning 
streak, 10 straight, since the 1998 season when they 
won 15 straight. The 2004 Big Sky champions are one 
win away from confirming a regular season Big Sky 
title and the right to host the conference tournament 0 
Nov. 17-19. > 

“We could have two losses and it won’t hurt us,” 
Colberg said. “But of course we want to win them all.” 

The next two matches will be away at Idaho State 
and Weber State. The last time the Hornets went to 
Pocatello, Idaho, they lost to the Bengals in three 
straight games. Weber State has defeated Sac State 
three times in the last five seasons. °s 

The Hornets return to play in the Hornets Nest 
against Northern Arizona on Nov. 12.

Kansas hotel lobby is not the typical 

place to start a Sacramento-based alterna- 

ive rock band. In the case of Headrush, 

which performed Oct. 17 during the Rock the 

Vote event at Sacramento State, that is exactly 
where the foundation was laid. 

Mike Johnston and Waymon Boone were 
touring with their bands Simon Says and 
Splender, respectively. The drummer for Splender 
introduced Johnston to Boone. The two of them, 
in a business where artists are surrounded by 
drugs and alcohol, bonded over the fact that nei- 
ther had knocked back a beer. 

“We kind of just became instant best friends,” 
the 29-year-old Johnston said. “We talked, literal- 
ly like little schoolgirls, until our busses left the 
next morning and our tour managers grabbed us.” 

The parallels continue. They were both only 
children and began their music careers at the 
same age. Boone’s mother was a disco singer dur- 
ing the 1970s and when he was 5 years old, she 
recorded vocals for a Fame Jeans advertisement. 

Someone was out of tune during the produc- 
tion, so the young Boone stood up and pointed 
out the third guy in the back. He said he knew at 
that moment that he was going to be a musician. 
Johnston began playing drums at 5 years old. 

From that point on, the two of them kept in 
touch through e-mail and by phone. The day 
Boone left Splender, he called Johnston, who was 
no longer with Simon Says, and told him what 
was up. He then picked up his guitar, worked on 
two songs and Fed-Exed Johnston the tracks. He 
dug them, and called Boone to tell him so. “The 
band was hatched that day on the phone,” the 31- 
year-old Boone said. 

Headrush, consisting of Johnston on drums, 
Allison Johnson on bass and Boone on guitar as 
the primary singer, have fine-tuned a melodic 
rock sound during their nearly three years togeth- 
er. The first full-length release, “Weight of the 
Water,” is complete and the band is in the process 
of speaking with labels for distribution. 

But back then, about three years ago, Boone 
was a man on a mission. He got directions from 
New York to Johnston’s Sacramento home 
through MapQuest, packed a U-Haul and then set 
off across the country. He arrived at Johnston’s 
front door with a guitar in hand. 

“He showed up with a moving truck that had 
motorcycles and treadmills and washing 
machines and driers in it,” Johnston said. “I was 
like, “OK, I guess you’re moving into my 
house.”” 

The next step was roping in a bass player. 
Johnston, who played in the Latin Jazz Ensemble 

for two years at Sac State, found out about a jazz 
' bass player named Allison Johnson through some 
friends. 

Johnston called her first. She was suspicious. 

‘Then Boone called. She was still suspicious. 
Bands had called her to play with them in the 
past. They didn’t so much care about her abilities, 
she said, as they wanted the novelty of having a 
woman on bass. These guys, for all she knew, - 

could have been looking for a new girlfriend. 

She decided to check them out anyway. When 
Johnson showed up at the rehearsal spot, guitars

“T’ve never been in a band with a girl before, 
so it’s kind of the joke of being a little. apprehen- 
sive of her not thinking we’re two rapists,’’ Boone 
said, laughing a bit as he recalls that night.

Satellite radio, an alternative to 
commercial radio stations, has emerged 
as the fastest growing electronic medium, 
sutpassing the initial growth of cell phones 
and PDA’s. According to recent reports from 
both Sirius Satellite Radio and XM Satellite 
Radio, an estimated 9 million people will be sub- 
scribers .to satellite radio by the end of the year. 
Radio analysts predict that by 2010, subscriber lev- 


els will reach 30 million. 


The announcement made last year that Howard 
Stern would move his controversial talk show from 
Infinity Broadcasting to Sirtus has Stern followers rejoic- 


ing. 


An uncensored Stern debuts on Sirius in January. Stern is f 
likely to be as vulgar as ever, considering satellite radio is not 
held to the same decency standards as commercial radio. The 
exclusive deal will net Stern $500 million over 5 years after incen- 
tives. “Stern said in a recent intérview with Reuters that the move 
will allow him to escape the regulations of the FCC: ' 
Some feel the signing of Stern will result in a defection of his loyal 
fan base to satellite radio. According to Sirius, Stern has over 12 million

Sac State students launch site in style

A single Web site that lets you buy books, 
look for housing, find a roommate, rate profes- 
sors and get in contact with other Sacramento 
State students seems too good to be true. But 
hornetstyle.com, a Web site dedicated to and 
created by Sac State students, does just that. 

Current students Angel Penilla, a computer 
science major, and Sean Shaghaghi, a manage- 
ment information systems major, thought of 
this idea in 2004. Since then, Portal Methods 
LLC was developed as an Internet startup com- 
pany based in Sacramento. A third co-owner, 
Robert Clayton, was also brought in to help 
with the creation of the Web site. After a year 
and a half of hard work, the Web site was 
launched. 

The two seniors met in a fraternity and dis- 
covered their mutual interest in computers and 
programs and began realizing that Sac State 
was lacking a Web site that provided various 
services for their students. 

Soon after, the idea of the site, which was 
initially written down on a napkin in a down- 
town coffee shop, became a business plan; hor- 


netstyle.com was born. 

The site features various services including: 
making friends, selling and buying books, 
searching for housing, searching for room- 
mates, expressing opinions in blogs and forms, 
rating classes and professors and reviewing 
entertainment. The site lets you hook up with 
students in your class and even get the notes 
from a day you missed. 

“I think it’s kind of cool because you can 
make your own profile and stuff like MySpace 
but. specifically for Sac State students,” said 
Jessica McGuwin, a psychology major. __, 

Melissa Horat, a senior majoring in psychol- 
ogy, has taken advantage of the services the site 
provides. “Right now, I am trying to sell one of 
my books from a class I took last semester,” 
Horat said. 

Horat has found the site quite functional 
already and said she would come to the site for 
other services including looking for a room- 
mate or a house to rent. 

“Instead of searching all over campus for the 
‘roommate wanted’ signs, I would go to hornet- 
style.com first,” Horat said. 

Penilla said this is the intention of the site. 
“Hopefully it will become popular and students 
will come to the site and every time they need 


something they’ll come to the site,” Penilla 
said. 

However, the site is not complete. “It’s a 
beta site,” Penilla said. ““These are introductory 
services for people to look around.” 

More services are set to be added, including 
providing fraternities, sororities and non-greek 
organizations with a portal to manage events, a 
tutor section, a job search section and buying 
and selling tickets of event. 

“We want to organize the students’ life and 
make it fun at the same time,” Penilla said. 

Horat has discovered a feature that keeps the’ 
site interesting. “Some other random things I 
like are the amount of pictures you can put on. 
your site,” she said, “Also, the pictures change 
SO it is not one default picture all the time. It 
keeps it interesting.” 

The owners of Portal Methods are working 
to expand their business by providing the same 
type of site for every college campus in 
California. 

“Our first expansion is California State 
Universities and UC colleges,” Penilla said. 

Sites have already been created for all CSU 
campuses. Penilla said the company will now 
look into working on sites for other campuses.

Sirius offers 120 channels of music, sports, 
news, comedy, and talk shows. In addition to the 
exclusive deal with Stern, Sirius offers an exclusive 
Eyninem channel. Another channel is dedicated 
solely to Martha Stewart. Skateboarder, Tony Hawk 
aiyd cyclist Lance Armstrong each have exclusive 
teulk shows as well. Sirius is the satellite radio home 
tc» sports such as the NBA, NFL, NCAA March 
Madness, and horse racing. They also offer many 
college sports and the NHL, which are also offered 
bry XM. 

Sirius’ main competitor, XM, is the larger of the 
t\vo companies, with just over 5 million subscribers. 
>‘.M was the first satellite radio company introduced, 
clebuting in late-2001. It offers 150 channels for the 
s;ame price of $12.95. 

XM counteracted the Stern deal by signing noto- 
nious talk show hosts Opie & Anthony. The two 
were kicked off Infinity last year for airing sounds of 


couples having sex in public places. XM also has. 


exclusive rights to shows from musicians Reba, 
Ludacris, and talk-show host Ellen Degeneres. XM 
Offers satellite radio broadcasts of sports such as 
MLB, NASCAR, and golf. They also have rights to 


them after the 2006-2007 season. 

Both companies have deals in place with satellite 
TV companies to provide commercial free music to 
their subscribers. Dish Network offers 65 music 
channels courtesy of Sirius, while DirecTV will 
begin offering 72 XM channels beginning Nov. 15. 

Both companies have battled over content, but 
each have plenty to offer consumers. Subscription 
prices as well as receiver prices have made some 
consumers skeptical. 

Sacramento resident, Frank Cater said he won’t 
be buying satellite radio anytime soon. “The receiv- 
er I want costs $300, and I cannot see shelling that 
kind of money out and then paying a monthly fee for 
music,” he said. Cater, 23, thinks if prices continue 
to fall and improvements are made on equipment he 
may consider a purchase. 

Christina Xiang, a junior communications 
major, said after debating about price, she bought a 
receiver and signed up for XM radio. “I chose XM 
because they had a portable receiver for a decent 
price,” Xiang said. She said she enjoys the quality 
of the music and the access anywhere to the chan- 
nels. “With XM, I have access wherever my receiv- 
er goes and on the Internet.” 

The unlimited access to satellite radio is one of 
its appealing traits. Consumers can place receivers 


Both XM and Sirius have exclusive deals with vehi- 
cle manufactures to equip new cars with satellite 
radio receivers. New car buyers are then given a free 
trial before they decide to continue with service. 

Mario Cuellar, 28, was turned onto satellite radio 
this way: “T felt it was important to have in my car, 
and I liked it so I subscribed.’ Cuellar, who sub- 
scribes to XM, is also a Howard Stern fan. “I prob- 
ably won’t switch to Sirius because I am lazy and 
don’t want to have to change receivers,’ he said. 

The impact that satellite radio has had on com- 
mercial radio is still debatable. Former San 
Francisco disc jockey, Mo Deller, believes the 
impact will be larger in the future. Deller, 45, now 
resides in Carmichael, and thinks that commercial 
radio is in trouble, but satellite radio is not nearly as 
popular as it will be. “Satellite radio is still in its 
development stages, eventually it will be on par with 
satellite TV,’ Deller said. 

Can the arrival of Stern only benefit satellite 
radio? Time will tell if the technology has staying 
power. “If they continue to sway top-level celebri- 
ties and sports, then people will be forced to jump on 
the bandwagon,” Deller said.
